Remembrancers have been duly regulated : And whereas in the office 
of the Second Remembrancer of the Com t of Exchequer, fees are 
now payable on certain proceedings to the same amount as the Stamp 
Duties paynible on similar proceedings in the office of the Chief 
10 Remembrancer, and it is expedient to convert such Fees into Stamp 
Duties of an equal amount ; and to render the proceedings in the 
office of the Second Remembrancer conformable to those in the office 
of the Chief Remembrancer; 1 BC 6 it tljECtfott (ftliartth, by The 
QUEEN’S most Excellent Majestt, by and with the Advice and 
15 Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the 
same, THAT from and after the First day of October One thousand Prococdings 
eight hundred and Foriy-six, all and every the stamp duties imposerl S&coSrc- 
by an Act passed in the fourth year of the reign of his late Majesty 
20 King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to grant additional 

Stamp Duties on certain Proceedings in the Court of Chancery and tho Chief Re- 
1 “ the Equity Side of the. Court of Exchequer in Ireland,” and 
the Schedule thereto annexed, shall be collected and enforced, as 
to the several documents and every of them therein mentioned, when tGeo.l, g.ts, 
A transacted 
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transacted as part of the business of the Second Remembrancer ot 
the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, as fully and effectually as if 
the said last-mentioned Act were enacted and expressly applied 
to the said documents and each of them when so transacted, and 
as if the said Second Remembrancer had been expressly named 
in the said Act and Schedule ; and thereupon and from thenceforth ^ 
the several fees enacted and provided in an Act passed in the 
fifth and sixth years of the reign of his late Majesty King William 
the Fourth, intituled, “An Act for facilitating the Appointment of 
Sheriffs in Ireland, and for the more effectual audit and passing of their lo 
Accounts, and for the more speedy Return and Recovery of Fines, Fees 
Forfeitures, Recognizances, Penalties and Deodancls, and to abolish 
certain Offices in the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, and to amend 
the Laws relating to Grants in Custodium and Recovery of Debts in 
Ireland, and to amend an Act of the second and third years of his 15 
present Majesty, for transferring the Powers and Duties of the Com- 
missioners of Public Accounts in Ireland to the Commissioners for 
auditing the Public Accounts in Great Britain,” and by the Second 
Schedule thereto annexed, shall cease and determine, and be no longer 
legally receivable by the said Second Remembrancer, or any person 20 
for him or on his behalf, 

AND whereas since the passing of the said recited Act of the sixth 
and seventh years of the reign of Her present Majesty, the business 
of the offices of the Chief and Second Remembrancers has been 
greatly increased ; BE it therefore Enacted, That the Commissioners 25 
of Hei Majesty s Treasury for the time being, or any Three or more , 
of them, are hereby authorized and empowered by their warrant to 
make such addition to the existing salaries or income of the said 
Chief and Second Remembrancers respectively, as the said Commis- 
sioners may think expedient and reasonable ; and the Lord Chief 30 
Baion of the said Court of Exchequer and any Three or more of 
the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered, from time to time, to regulate the 
establishments of the said offices of the Chief and Second Remem- 
brancers respectively, and in so doing, if deemed necessary, to estab- 35 
lish the office of an Examiner, to be attached to the office of the 
Second Remembrancer, as hereinafter mentioned, and to fix the Salaries 
of the Clerks and other persons whom it may be necessary to employ 
in the said respective offices ; and all such Salaries of the Chief and 
Second Remembrancers, and of the Clerks and other persons era- 4» 
ployed in their offices, shall be charged and chargeable upon the 
Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, at such times and in such manner as the said Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall think fit.

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Provided alvyays, and be it Enacted, That if the Lord Chief ExamL 
Baron shall think it necessary that an Examiner should be attached JTomted 
to the office of the said Second Remembrancer, he is hereby authorized 
and empowered to state in writing to the Commissioners of Her 
5 Majesty’s Treasury his opinion that it is necessary that such officer 
should be appointed, and thereupon such officer shall be appointed 
by such person and in such manner as the Lord Chief Baron and 
any Three of the said Commissioners shall direct ; and the appoint- 
ment of such Examiner shall be enrolled in the said Court of 
10 Exchequer in like manner as is now by law required in respect 
of the appointment of the Examiner of the Chief Remembrancer, 
and from the time of such appointment the Examiner in the 
Chief Remembrancer’s office shall cease to be the Examiner of the 
Second Remembrancer. 

ilnd be it Enacted, That the Examiner of the said Second Remem- sceondKe 
brancer (if appointed) shall take the like oath of office as the Exami- membraneer 
ner of the Chief Remembrancer is now by law required to take, “4Siert<. 
and shall have all such and the like powers, as to the examination fSS" 
of witnesses in any cause or matter, inquiry or account depending 
20 before or m the office of the said Second Remembrancer, and as to 
the taking affidavits, as is now by law, or by any statute in that 
be'nalf, or any rule or order of the said Court, possessed by the 
Examiner of the said Chief Remembrancer. 



And be it Enacted, That if such additional Examiner shall he fcbsm-- 
25 appointed, the fees payable to the Examiner of the Chief Remem- 

brancer of the said Court, under the said Act passed in the fourth laeinbrancers 
year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the Fourth, and 
the Fust Table therein named, shall and may be demanded and ScondEt

Chief Remembrancer. 
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And be it Enacted, That in case of the absence of the Chief 
or Second Remembrancers, from illness or the like unavoidable 
cause, it shall be lawful for the Lord Chief Baron and Barons cf the 
said Court of Exchequer, or any Two of them, ifthey shall see fit, by 
an order to that effect under their hands, to nominate some person, 5 
being a Barrister of not less than Ten Years’ standing, to report upon 
such references or other matters upon the Equity side of the said Court, 
as the said Chief Baron and Barons may direct to him during such 
unavoidable absence upon such person taking the oath of office of the 
said Chief or Second Remembrancer respectively; and all acts, matters 10 
and things to be done by such person so nominated and appointed, in 
respect to such references or other matters, shall have the like force 
and effect in all respects as if the same had been done by the Chief or 
Second Remembrancer, as the case may be; and such person shall for 
the time being, and for the discharge of such business, have all such 15 
and the like powers and authorities as are or may be possessed by the 
Chief or Second Remembrancer, in whose absence he may be so ap- 
pointed; and such person shall receive and be paid such compensation 
for his labour and trouble, in regard to the duties so to be done by 
him, as the Barons making such appointment shall deem fit to direct 20 
and appoint, the same to be paid by the officer in whose stead he shall 
be appointed, or out of the salary payable to him. 

AND whereas certain officers of the Equity side of the Court of 
Exchequer, described in the said Act passed in the sixth and seventh 
years of the reign of Her present Majesty, and by the said Act declared 25 
to be entitled to claim compensation, have made such claim, by reason 
of loss ofincome sustained by them, by the operation of the said Act, 
and the rules and regulations made by the said Court in pursuance 
thereof; but the description of the offices therein given, does notcom- 
prise the Serjeant-at-Arms to the said Court, and inasmuch as the said 30 
Serjeant-at- Arms holds his office by Letters Patent of bis late Majesty 
King George the Third, and the fees and emoluments of his office 
are and have been affected by the operation of the said Act, and the 
rules and regulations so made by the said Court, it is just that due 
regard shall be had for his rights, so far as they are or mav be so 35 
affected; BE it therefore Enacted, That the Serjeant-at-Arms of the 
said Court of Exchequer ought to be and he is hereby declared to 
be an officer entitled to the benefit of the said Act, and to claim com- 
pensation for the loss of income (if any) sustained by him by reason 
thereof, and to have the same calculated for the period of Seven Years 40 
mentioned in the said Act, and to be paid such compensation in the same 
manner and out of the same fund as if such office of Serjeant-at-Arms 
had been mentioned by name in the said Act ; and an account shall be 
taken under the said Act, and according to its provisions, of the average 
emoluments of bis office, and of his said loss of income from the com- 
mencement 
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mencenient of the year preceding the First day of Michaelmas Term 
One thousand e.ght hundred and Forty-four, nottvithstanding the exoi 
ration of One Month from the date mentioned in the said let as the 
time within which the officers entitled to compensation under the 
0 said Act were to make the retnrns for that year; and all other acts 
shall be done and payments made thereupon as if the said officer 
had been named in the said Act, and had made the returns therein 
prescribed m due time. 

AND whereas^ by an Act passed in the sixth and seventh year

Amendment of the Proceedings and Practice of the Equity Side of 
the Court o Exchequer in Ireland,” and by the operation of certain 
General Orders of the said Court, made in ' pursuance of that Act ■ 
and by another Act passed in the seventh and eighth year of the 
1 ., reign of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the Pro- 
tection of Purchasers against Judgments, Crown Debts, Lis Pendens 
and Commissions of Bankruptcy, and for providing one Office for the 
legistering of all Judgments in Ireland, and for amending the Laws in 
reland respecting Bankrupts and the Limitation of Actions ” the 
.20 duties of the office of Secondary, as well at the Equity as at the 
Revenue side of the said Court, have been much diminished, and 
the remainmg duties of the said office may be conveniently performed 
y other officers of the said Court, so that it is no longer necessary to

acts, matters and things heretofore done, performed, issued, recorded 
or filed in the said office of Secondary ; and such Table of Fees shall 
be recorded in the office of the Chief Remembrancer of the said 
court, and shall be deemed to be the lawful fees to be thenceforth 
demanded and taken for the several matters aforesaid, and it shall be 35 
lawful for the Chief Baron and other Barons of the Court of Exche- 
quer to add to, reduce, alter or amend said Table of Fees whenever 
they may think it necessary and proper so to do, and the fees so

20 Vidmg one Office for the registering- of all Judgments in Ireland, 
and for amending the La-ws in Ireland respecting Bankrupts and the 
Limitation of Actions,” the average emoluments of the said office of 
Secondary for the period of Seven Years mentioned in the said Act of

year of the reign of Her present Majesty, and as an advance out of 
the Consolidated Fund in aid of and to be repaid out of the Suitors’ ig 
Compensation Fee Fund of the said Court of Exchequer, in the same 
manner as is therein provided in regard to the compensation payments 
under said Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful to and for the 
Lord Chief Baron of the said Court of Exchequer, by and with 15 
the consent of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, or 
any Three or more of them, from time to time to direct that any sum 
or sums of money, the produce of the fees to be received in respect 
of the business heretofore discharged in the office of the Secondary 
of the said Court, and to be established by any Table made in pur- 2C 
suance of this Act, shall and may be applied under the direction of 
the Chief Remembrancer of the said Court in or towards the regula- 
tion, arrangement and preservation of the records of the said Court, 
and credit shall be given for every such disbursement in any account 
to be rendered, in pursuance of this Act.

AND whereas it is also expedient that the Register, Assistant Regis- 
ter and Filacer of the said Court to be hereafter appointed should 
be paid as the like officers in the Court of Chancery in Ireland, Uy fixed 
salaries, and not by fees, as heretofore j BE it therefore lurther 
Enacted, That from the appointment of any future Register, Assistant 30 
Register or Filacer respectively, there shall be paid out of and charged 
upon the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, after paying and reserving sufficient to pay all

And be it Enacted. That in whatever sum, if any, the whole amount Mode'c^Vw- 
which shall have been received or payable to such hereafter to be 
appointed Register, Assistant Register or Klacer respectively, within 
any of the quarters of a year hereinafter mentioned in respect to said 
office ofHegister.AssistantRegister and Filacer in any account thereof 
to he delivered as hereinafter mentioned (after deducting thereout the 
sums paid or payable by them respectively, for official expenses as afore-

the sums payable under or by virtue of such certificate, shall be issued 
and paid out of the said Consolidated Fund as if the sums so to be 
ascertained had been specifically mentioned and set forth in this Act. 



And be it Enacted, That the Register, Assistant Register and Filacer 
to be hereafter appointed, shall, within Fourteen Days after the Fifth 
of-4pril. Fifth of July, Tenth ofOctober and Fifth ofjauuaryia each 
year deliver to the Barons of said court accounts, signed with their re- 
spective names and in their respective proper handwritings, of all and 
every sum and sums of money received by either of them respec- 
tively, or by any clerk or clerks, or other person or persons for them 
or either of their use, or by or under either of their authority or with 
t eir privity or permission, or for which they or any person or per-

t e said Register, Assistant Register arid Filacer, and of such clerk or 
c erks or other persons as shall be produced by said Register, Assistant 
B Register 
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Register and Filacer, or as such Barons or Baron may think fit to 
examine touching the same. 

To pay'Sar- Provided always, and be it Enacted, That wheresoever, and 
ceSin&ue- SO often as it shall appear by any account to be delivered by such

Esfheiivev. ^y the certificates of the Barons of the said Exchequer, or any one of 
them to be made in pursuance of this Act, that the sum so received

of greater emolument may, within Three calendar Months from 
such deprivation or removal, make a claim for compensation for his 

,5 loss of income to the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury; and 

the said Commissioners shall investigate the claim, and may Jward 
to the claimant such compensation, if any, by way of annuity, or in a 
gloss sum. as they shall think him entitled to, chargeable upon the Con- 
solidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act may be altered or repealed Act may’ 
by any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
